Two delegates from the College, 
Barbara Rau and Barbara Reitz, 
will attend the Pax Romana Con- 
gress in Canada next summer. 
The Congress, sponsored by the 
International Movement of Cath- 
olic Students and the Internation- 
al Catholic Movement for Intel- 
lectual and Cultural Affairs, will 
begin in Montreal, where it will 
be held from August 2(i to August 
29. The final meetings and lec- 
tures will be in Quebec, from 
August 31 to .September 1. 

Students representing 8(1 na- 
tional federations and delegates 
of some 46 graduate associations 
from 50 countries will attend the 
Congress. One hundred twenty- 
five delegates from Europe and 
75 from South America are ex- 
pected to attend. The attendance 
will be limited to 600 delegates.

This year is the second time 
the Pax Romana Congress has 
been held in North America since 
its foundation in 1921.

Or perhaps it is because the 
an external manifestation of Mary’s own 
universal beauty of the month of May is 
joy at the coming birth of Christ — be- 
cause it is another part of the lesson that 
the Incarnation is the center of time and 
eternity.

Sister Rose Agnes 
Attends Conference 
In St. Paul, Minn. 

The Educational Conference of 
the Sisters of St. Joseph of Car- 
ondelet was attended by Sister 
Rose Agnes of the College of St. 
Teresa. The convention, which was 
held at St. Paul, Minnesota, had 
for its theme “The work of the 
Sisters of St. Joseph in the Apos- 
tolate of education”. The title of 
Sister’s paper was: “Intercollegi- 
ate Relationships of the College 
of St. Teresa in the Apostolate 
of Education”. 

The Education Conference meets 
quadrennial and comprises all lev- 
els of education. 



“The false antithesis between education for the gifted 
and education for all American youth must be resolved.” This 
is the “solution” to the “threatening” dual system of educa- 
tion in the United States proposed by Dr. James B. Conant, 
president of Harvard University. This is actually another 
weak argument aimed against the use of taxes for the aid of 
parochial and private education. 

Dr. Conant conceives the public school system as an 
“American principle,” apparently disregarding the first cen- 
tury of our republic when Americans were almost exclusive- 
ly educated in religious and private schools. Under analysis 
Dr. Conant’s attack on “diversity in secondary education” is 
only the whisper of bigotry. But the prestige of Harvard 
presidency amplifies its volume. 

Realizing the danger of this and similar attacks, the 
NCEA asked the students and faculties of Catholic schools to 
join in a day of prayer on the feast of St. John Baptist de la 
Salle. On this day prayers of thanksgiving and petition for 
continued blessings on the work of Catholic educators were 
offered by students all over the United States. 

Without grace all education would be without avail. But 
as students we must use natural means to expose the fallacies 
upon which the attacks of religious education are built. And 
it is the very fruit of Catholic education — sound Catholic 
philosophy — that we must use, not as a dialectical method 
to build a case, but as a pure, strong light to give insight into 
the real principles of our educational system.

WHAT'S WHAT 

HELEN LATHROP 



What’s What with the college 
graduate when he steps from the 
ivy halls into the paved streets of 
the Big Business world and into 
his own home? 

Ernest Havemann and Patricia 
West of Columbia University an- 
swer the question in their newly 
published survey — They Went to 
College. The book touches upon 
both the personal and practical 
challenges, successes, and failures 
of the educated citizen. All aspects 
of normal living are considered — 
from marriage to money. Pri- 
vate interviews with the college 
graduates provide first-hand in- 
formation. And the analyses, as 
far as Mr. Havemann and Miss 
West have carried them, appear 
adequate enough. 

But one particular interpreta- 
tion might arouse query in the 
reader’s mind — especially the 
Catholic reader on the verge of 
becoming a Catholic college grad- 
uate. 

I cannot agree with Havemann 
and West’s unbecoming portrait of 
the Catholic ex-coed as the “ubiq- 
uitous spinster.” “For many co- 
eds, it would appear, college 
amounts to education for spin- 
sterhood . . . the chances that a 
coed will marry depend more 
than anything else upon her re- 
ligion.” Twenty-three out of one 
hundred Jewish coeds marry; for 
Protestant graduate women the 
proportion is thirty-one out of 
one hundred. But, “among Cath- 
olic women, the proportion jumps 
to forty-eight out of one hundred, 
or very close to half.” Whether 
she graduates from a non-sectari- 
an school or is a real coed the 
Catholic college girl is doomed 
for spinsterhood. School for 
school, age for age, the fact 
glares out, according to this sur- 
vey. 

The authors overlooked the 
College of St. Teresa. For my 
own survey of our alumnae over a 
period of ten years indicates quite 
convincingly that we are the mar- 
rying grads. Our chances — if we 
can judge from past history — are 
promising. For out of one-hun- 
dred graduates sixty-nine have 
married; six have entered the 
convent; and only twenty-five 



have followed a career as single 
women. This percentage soars 
far above that of the Protestant 
homemaker, and it mars the They 
Went to College picture of the 
Catholic educated spinster. 

Ernest Havemann and Patricia 
West disregard one vital factor — 
a state of life — when they look 
upon the non-marrying Catholic 
as an ironic product of a tradi- 
tion that strongly favors the fam- 
ily. 

Of all the groups in our so- 
ciety, the Catholics have the 
strongest tradition of family; 
no other church group has 
taken such official position 
against divorce or birth con- 
trol. Yet the fact remains 
that of all the Catholic girls 
who go through college near- 
ly half are unmarried and 
have no families of their own. 
Saint Teresa’s disproves that 
finding with seventy percent of 
its girls married. But what about 
the six who have entered the con- 
vent? What about the hundreds 
of Catholic college girls all over 
the country who are sisters today? 

In a very real sense religious 
are married too. The novice dons 
all the regalia of the bride when 
she receives her habit. Except 
for the presence of a nervous 
bridegroom and wild storms of 
rice and confetti, the spectator 
would say that he witnessed a 
nuptual ceremony. And he did. 
For she is married to Christ. Her 
family is all around her. And the 
lruit of this union every soul in 
Heaven sees. 

Obviously authors Havemann 
and West underrate the single 
woman when they label her ubiq- 
uitous. Certainly she knows 
where she is going, and she’ll find 
the road much smoother without 
a man who would probably be 
more of a burden than a boon. 

Although the most popular, 
marriage isn't the indispensable 
state of life. Each of the three 
has its dignity and resourcefulness 
without being the least bit shady. 
And perhaps if every person 
chose his proper vocation there 
would be a balance among the 
states, and fewer unhappinesses in 
the one chosen most often.

nomics Department, attended the 
meeting of the Parent-Educator 
group of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine at the Catho- 
lic Community Library, Tuesday, 
May 6, at 1:30. Sister Agnes Jo- 
sephine addressed the members; 
the title of Sister’s speech was 
“Religious Education of the Pre- 
School Child.” 

Sister Agness Josephine stressed 
the role of home atmosphere and 
the importance of the formation 
of good habits in the child at an 
early age. After referring to ad- 
vertisements pointing out the im- 
proved physical state of children, 
Sister warned: “This stress upon 
the physical growth of the child 
has a tendency to put spiritual 
growth at least in second place 
or give it no place in our think- 
ing.” 

Sister alluded to the Catholic 
religion as the source of spiritual 
values for the younger generation 
to learn. “Many attempts,” Sis- 
ter stated, “to teach morality and 
other required behaviour fail be- 
cause of the mistake of skipping 
the first step — concrete example.”
